Politics and the Labor Movement

More than three-quarters of 
Hyderabad's population of 16,- 
000,000 are. Hindus, whereas nis 
exalted highness, the Nizam, is a 
Moslem, The Dominion of India 
is chiefly Hindu and the troops 
sent into Hyderabad were Hindu 
The rival Dominion of Pakistan,

UK Settlers By 


Every Dominion 


From the London Mail Weekly 

Emigration will be the Em- 
pires's No. 1 “domestic” topic 
when nearly 100 representatives 
of Commonwealth Parliaments 
meet in London jn the Autumn, 
But it wil] not be entirely a do- 
Mestic problem, as the question 
must be related to the whole is- 
sue of the defence and security 
of thé Anglo-Saxon world, 

Even if the emigration question 
had not been looming up since 
the end of the war It would have 
been forced into priority promi- 
nence by two recent Common- 
wealth declarations: 

1, South Africa's withdrawal 
of the three Union-Castle “settler 
ships,” the Winchester Castle, 
Carnarvon Castle and Arundel 
Castle, which have been used en- 
tirely for taking immigrants, and 
the Union Government's tighten- 
ing of immigrant regulations. 

2. The announcement by Mr. 
Calwell, Australian Immigration 
Minister, that complete freedom 
of choice and occupation must re- 
main with all British migrants, 
whether under free or assisted 
passage arrangements or not. 

While South Africa proposes 
to enforce more effective and dis- 
criminating screening of prospec- 
tive immigrants, both Australia 
and New Zealand are negotiating 
with the British Government for 
extra shipping to speed up 
immigration into those countries. 

Meanwhile, the attitude of the 
British Government remains un- 
changed, They wént to encour- 
age the flow of emigrants, but 
they do not want to force any- 
one to go, and up to now they 
have been reluctant to consider 
any plans for mass emigration.

This is a matter of high policy 
which will have to be decided 
when the Commonwealth repre- 
sentatives meet in London for 
the great Autumn conference. 

But so far Britain's Ministry of 
Transport and British liner com- 
pagies have worked in close co- 
operation with the Australian 
Government to facilitate trans- 
port of the ever-growing number 
of prospective settlers in Austra- 
lia from Britain. 

In the past two years 22,604 
Britons went to Australia, while 
55,000 are off this year, Australia 


has been promised  sufficlent 
shipping to transport at least 
72,000 Brittish emigrants next 
year, 80,000 in 1950, and 87,000 
in 1951, 

But at the moment there are. 
about 250,000 on the waiting list; 
the rate of applications increases 
almost daily, and the present rate 
of immigration is but a trickle 
compared with the flood Austra- 
lia could, and woukd like to, ac- 
commodate, 

An Australian Government 
spokesman in London hag just 
stated: “The change in the South 
African policy on immigration 
could not possibly happen with 
us because in Australia it is @ 
non-political issue with the back- 
ing of the Opposition.” 

x * 

It was expected in London that 
Australia would apply for the 
transference of the three liners 
that were jeased to South Africa 
to carry emigrants and which will 
now be withdrawn. 

In the meantime every possible 
effort is being made to recondi- 
tion ships to transport Britons te 
Australia, so that liners will com- 
bine the large passenger-carrying 
capacity of troopships with rea. 
sonable comfort, 

The Chitral, for instance, a 
P, & O. liner of 16,000 tons, has 
been refitted to carry 750 emi- 
grants—over 400 more than the 
total number of passengers she 
accommodated in first and sec- 
ond classes on Eastern routes, 

Many ships of the regular lines 
are being adapted for emigrant 
transport in this way, and in ad- 
dition the British Government 
will use as “settler ships” to Aus- 
tralia several large vessels which 
they originally acquired for trans- 
port purposes, 

By next Spring there will be at 
least 18 ships plying between Brit- 
ain and Australia, some entirely 
devoted to settlers, others with a 
large percentage of this class of 
traffic. 

But to all these efforts the 
Australian and New Zealand Gov- 
ernments say in effect; “Fine— 
but not enough, Our doors are 
wide open, More and more ships 
are wanted.” 

At the same time Canada is 
also negotiating to get as much 
shipping space as possible for 
endeo'sd needed immigrants,
